Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Attorney Fitzpatrick telephoned Examiner Ciric to request a telephonic after-final 
interview, which request was granted by Examiner Ciric. Attorney Fitzpatrick discussed the limitations set forth in 
claim 12, and more specifically said that applicant believes that the Corbett reference does not show nor suggest a 
cast mixture applied over both the heat exchanger elements and the at least two branch necks as recited in the claim. 
Examiner Ciric noted that claim 12 as written does not necessarily require that a cast mixture is necessarily applied 
over the heat exchanger elements and over the at least two branch necks, but that if claim 12 were amended so that 
the word "over" were added immediately preceding "the at least two branch necks", then applicant's argument would 
be persuasive and the claim would overcome the teachings of Corbett. Attorney Fitzpatrick also asked whether an 
after-final amendment making that particular change and presenting claims 13, 14, 25, and 26 in allowable form 
would be entered and allowed. Examiner Ciric stated that an after-final amendment only presenting claims 13, 14, 25, 
and 26 in independent allowable form would be entered and allowed (unless of course new intervening art were 
discovered, in which case prosecution would be reopened instead as appropriate). With regard to an amended 
version of claim 1 2, Examiner Ciric that further consideration and/or search would be required. If after doing an 
updated search, it was not clear to Examiner Ciric that the amended version of claim 12 was clearly allowable over 
the existing body of prior art as well as over any newly found art, then the after-final amendment would not be entered 
and an RCE would need to be filed. Also, in discussing claim 12. Examiner Ciric and Attorney Fitzpatrick thoroughly 
focused on Figure 8 and on the corresponding paragraph on page 15 of the specification. Examiner Ciric had a 
guestion relating to reference character 12, more particularly whether the same included the cross-hatched cover only 
as shown in Figure 12 or a combination of elements (i.e.. either 1, 3, and 3c or 1 and 3 and some other combination). 
Further clarification regarding this drawing/written description issue will be needed either at the time of allowance or at 
the time an Office action on the merits is generated following an RCE filing

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
